Hundreds of council staff 
refuse to accept pay cut 



Luton steps up bid for city status 


PLUSH Luton Hoo Hotel was the 
venue for an event to further ramp 
up promotion of the town’s city 
status claim. 

Dignitaries, business leaders and 
guests gathered to celebrate the 
bid, which could generate a potential 
£5bn investment windfall for the 
area. 

Speeches were given by Luton 
North MP Kelvin Hopkins and Luton 


Borough Council’s regeneration boss, 
Colin Chick, while dance 
performances reflecting the town’s 
culturally diverse mix highlighted 
exactly why it deserves city status. 

The bid was formally handed over 
outside the Cabinet Office in London 
in May, marking the end of a ten 
month campaign in which the town 
has sought to emphasise the extent 
to which all of its communities are 


united behind it. The Love Luton 
campaign has already raised more 
than £100,000 from businesses. 

More than 20 towns hope to secure 
the potentially lucrative prize of city 
status, which Sunderland reported 
created 30,000 new jobs. 

The winning bid is expected to be 
announced in February 2012 while 
five months later the Olympic torch 
will be coming to Luton.

MORE than 600 council workers 
who have been asked to take a two 
per cent pay cut have defied bosses 
and not responded to or rejected a 
change to their terms and condi¬ 
tions of employment. 

The staff members have received 
follow-up letters of dismissal from 
Central Bedfordshire Council with 
an immediate offer of re-engage- 
ment on the revised terms and have 
until September 30 to respond. 

A survey carried out by the GMB 
union at the council has revealed 
claims of bullying and intimidation. 
Staff responded to the study which 
found 79 per cent of them feel pres¬ 
surised by councillors and officers 
to accept. So far 1,750 have accept¬ 
ed the new terms. 

GMB organiser Tony Hughes said: 
“Only a fully independent inquiry 
into this will free the council of the 
damning allegations of bullying, 
harassment and discrimination. 

“The examples of bullying and 
harassment are a total indictment of 
the council as an employer and its 
complete failure to give even the 
most basic consideration to its 
workers.” 

Council chief executive Richard 
Carr, who earns between £185,000 
and £189,999 a year, said: “Central 
Bedfordshire Council does not 
tolerate bullying or harassment at 
work under any circumstances. 

“We have well established and 
promoted systems to encourage 
staff to raise concerns if they believe 
that they have been subjected to 
this sort of behaviour so that any 



concerns can be then fully investi¬ 
gated. 

“We have repeatedly asked the 
GMB to provide us with information 
about individual complaints so that 
we can investigate them but to date, 
no information has been provided. 
To date, the GMB allegations have 
been very general. 

“There is no doubt that these are 
difficult times for our staff. We are 
reducing budgets, consulting on 
changes to terms and conditions 
and having to let people go. 

“We fully understand that people 
may feel under pressure but there is 
a big difference between that and 
bullying. 

“Because we take this issue seri¬ 
ously we have agreed to meet with 
the union to discuss their findings 
and we hope that at that meeting 
they are able to provide us with the 
information that we have been 
seeking. We will then take any nec¬ 
essary action as appropriate.”

18 months for teen who made victim kiss shoes 



A 15-YEAR-OLD robber who 
made his victim kiss his shoes 
before kicking him in the head has 
been sentenced to 18 months in 
prison. 

The youth, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, pleaded 
guilty to the robbery of an 18- 
year-old student in an alleyway 
between Swan Mead and Field 
Fare Green, Luton. 

Luton Crown Court heard on 
Tuesday how the youth had been 


identified by the victim at Luton 
police station after being arrested. 

The victim’s chain was snapped 
from his neck, his mobile phone 
was taken and he was forced to his 
knees to kiss his attacker’s shoes 
before being kicked in the head ‘as 
if he was kicking a football’. 

The youth had previously plead¬ 
ed guilty to the offence, which took 
place on March 17, on June 13. 

Speaking after hearing the sen¬ 
tencing, Detective Inspector 


Richard Wall said: “The reduction 
of robbery offences remains a 
priority for Bedfordshire Police 
and I am pleased the courts are 
taking such a robust approach 
against such offenders. 

“This sentence reflects the 
seriousness of the crime and 
sends a message to other 
criminals - no matter what age 
you are you will face a significant 
term of imprisonment for violent 
offences.” 


Landlords to take 
over care homes 

VULNERABLE residents have been 
reassured over their futures after 
Southern Cross announced it would no 
longer run its care homes. 

The group, which runs Milliner House, 
in Marsh Road, Luton, and Kirby House, 
in West Street, Dunstable, on Monday 
said it was to transfer all properties to 
landlords. 

It is not yet clear what will happen to 
those currently in care but it is thought 
the homes will remain open. 

The Griffin Care Centre, in Moorlands 
Gardens, Luton, also run by the group, 
has remained closed since January 
after being given the lowest possible 
rating by regulators the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) in July 2010. 

A Luton Borough Council spokesman 
said: “We are actively working with 
Southern Cross, and will work with the 
new provider once identified, to ensure 
a smooth transition of ownership and 
contractual relationships so as to 
minimise any disruption for residents 
and their families. As soon as we have 
proposals for Milliner Court we will be 
asking for a communication plan with 
residents and relatives involved.” 

Central Bedfordshire Cllr Carole 
Hegley said: "We will continue to liaise 
with Southern Cross to ensure that any 
decisions about the future running of 
these homes is communicated quickly 
to the residents involved and their 
relatives to give them peace of mind. 

"Of course, the council has a 
contingency plan that has been 
prepared for the Care Quality 
Commission though we are expecting 
both homes to remain operational." 

Southern Cross chief executive 
Jamie Buchan said: “My objective, and 
that of my team, is to continue to 
provide excellent care to every 
resident and to manage the 
programme of transition 
professionally." 


MP gets ticking off 
for hittinq the roof

NAUGHTY MP Gavin Shuker was 
Very sorry’ after being caught on 
the roof of the Houses of 
Parliament last week having 
ventured up to the restricted area 
‘to see the view’. 

The Luton South MP 
circumvented security to reach 
the top of the building and see the 
River Thames with some 
unnamed colleagues but set off 
security sensors triggering a 
response team who were 
dispatched to find the intruders. 

Mr Shuker and the rest of his 
group were immediately frog¬ 
marched from the roof and were 
told their ‘behaviour was very 
irresponsible’. 

The roof has been targeted by 
protesters on a number of 
occasions, including demonstra¬ 
tions by environmental activists 
Greenpeace and 

campaigners Fathers 4 Justice. 

In March, just ten months after 
being elected, Mr Shuker was 
promoted to Shadow Minister for 
the Natural Environment. At 29, 
he is the youngest serving 
frontbencher in Parliament. 

Labour MP Mr Shuker said: “I 
was told there was a route round 
the security to see Westminster’s 
premier viewing platform so I 
jumped at the chance. 

“It was definitely a sight and one 


of my boyhood dreams was 
fulfilled. That was until the 
security team were scrambled. 

“While they were pleased not to 
be greeted by representatives of 
Fathers 4 Justice dressed as 
Batman and Robin, it was pointed 
out to me that such behaviour 


among MPs was very 
irresponsible. Of course I am very 
sorry for doing it but I couldn’t 
really hide my childlike grin as I 
was marched back into the Palace 
ofWestminster.” 

The House of Commons had no 
comment to make.

Mother ‘horrified’ over 
girl’s cannabis claims

A SCHOOL has refused to confirm or 
deny whether two boys excluded after 
being found smoking in the toilets were 
in fact using drugs. 

A parent says she was ‘horrified’ when 
her daughter, who attends Ashcroft High 
School in Crawley Green Road, Luton, 
said two Year 8 pupils were discovered 
smoking cannabis in the loos at 
lunchtime on June 22. 

Luton Borough Council said the school 
confirmed it has excluded two boys for 
smoking but that the school would not 
comment on the drugs claims. The police 
have not been informed. 

The concerned mother, who has two 
children at the school, contacted Luton 
on Sunday after overhearing her 
daughter talking about the incident. 

The mother, who we agreed not to 
name, said: “I heard my daughter talking 
about it and asked her for more details 


and when she mentioned it was cannabis 
I was horrified. 

“I just thought are they available in the 
school and she basically said that this 
kind of thing goes on all the time. 

“As a parent I understand kids smoke 
and some take drugs but to do it in a 
school, I think is a suspension really 
going to be a deterrent? Cannabis is an 
illegal drug. I feel like it is being swept 
under the carpet. 

“These are still young children who are 
apparently doing this and I feel it is being 
deemed acceptable.” A council spokes¬ 


woman said: “There was an incident with 
some boys smoking in the toilets one 
lunchtime. 

“Students who smoke on school 
premises automatically receive an 
exclusion as it goes against the school 
policy. 

“All school premises have a non¬ 
smoking policy. This is not a police 
matter. 

“There will always be some adolescents 
who experiment with smoking. There are 
very few incidents of smoking at Ashcroft 
and they are always dealt with.”

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Catering firm puts neglect 
on curry pot burn victim

THE owner of a catering company 
has hit back at claims of neglect made 
by a former employee who slipped 
into an industrial pot of steaming hot 
curry - and instead blames her for 
causing her own injuries. 

Shobha Sharma, the director of Shobha 
(UK) Ltd, based in Kingham Way, Luton, 
says CCTV footage shows former staff 
member Sudesh Bala did not attach a 
safety mesh over a bowl containing 50kg 
of curry before she fell into it. 

Mrs Sharma also claims Mrs Bala, 47, 
also did not seek help from anyone else to 
help her move a heavy pot before slipping 
into the curry while working on an urgent 
order on October 9 last year to serve 500 
people at an exhibition in Birmingham’s 
NEC. 

Last week, Luton on Sunday reported 
that Mrs Bala fell into the pot because 
health and safety was ‘neglected’ by 
Shonha (UK) Ltd. 

Mrs Sharma said: “Sudesh Bala was 
fully trained, and the mesh was there to 
prevent people falling in. She didn’t use it 
- we saw it on the CCTV 

“She sent her helper out, but should 
have called another person to help her. 
She wouldn’t have fallen into the pot. 

“She’s exaggerating it for compensation. 
I feel sorry for her. But we did everything 
right. Everything was in place.” 

An investigation by watchdog Health & 
Safety Executive found that paperwork

held by Shobha (UK) Ltd included a risk 
assessment (RA) and training record that 
were ‘basic but adequate’, but it did write a 
letter to the company issuing ‘advice 
about using a trolley and non-slip 


footwear’. Mrs Sharma, who said CCTV 
footage proves Mrs Bala was in the pot 
for ‘about ten seconds’, as opposed to the 
ten minutes she had claimed, added: 
“We’re not a bad company. I was shocked 
at what Mrs Bala had said.” 

Mrs Bala was taken to Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital and and then trans¬ 
ferred to a specialist burns unit at 
Broomfield Hospital in Chelmsford. 

She was treated for her injuries with 
extensive skin grafts and has been unable 
to work since, and the experience has left 
her with mental scars on top of the 
physical ones. 

She had worked at Shobha UK Ltd for 
ten years and says during this time she 
did not receive any health and safety 
training at all during her employment 
and was even required to supply her own 
safety footwear. 

Mrs Bala is seeking compensation from 
the company’s insurer Ageas which is 
denying liability and declined to com¬ 
ment. 

DBS Law, based in Birmingham, has 
taken on Mrs Bala’s case on a no-win-no¬ 
fee basis. 

DBS Law spokesman Richard O Brien 
said: “The suggestion that the accident 
was Mrs Bala’s fault, along with the 
very serious nature of her injuries and 
the idea that the safest way of moving 
pots of boiling curry is for two women 
to be dragging them across the floor, tells 
you everything you need to know 
about the conditions she was working 
in.”

AN £8.9 million building project 
to create Luton’s largest primary 
school has been completed and 
the facility will open its doors to 
pupils in September. 

Downside Primary, a merger of 
Downside Infant and Junior 
Schools in Chaul End Lane, will 
be led by headteacher Karen 
Hooker, who is currently head at 
Sundon Park Junior School. 

The existing junior and infant 
school buildings have been 
connected with a centralised 
reception and staffing 
accommodation block. 

The building programme, 
which began in February last 
year, will enable the school to 
increase pupil numbers from 630 
to 1,050 for four to 11 year olds, 
along with extra pre-school 
places. 

The work included new and 
refurbished spaces to deliver 14 
classrooms, improved circulation 
throughout the site and some 
external features. 

Extra specialist teaching 
accommodation includes a 
community sports hall with 
changing rooms and a 
foundation classroom cluster, 
plus dedicated technology and 


community rooms. There is also a 
car park arrangement with 
improved pedestrian access, 
while substantial investment has 
provided better connectivity, 
server upgrades and wireless 
connections. 

The project was delivered under 
a primary school transformation 
programme by Luton Learning 
Community Partnership, Luton 
Borough Council and Wates 
Construction. It was declared 
open by Luton North MP Kelvin 
Hopkins. 

Councillor Tahir Khan said: 
“This project has been a key 
investment in the primary school 
sector which not only helps 
address pupil place needs in 
Luton but also provides our 
young people and teachers with 
the 21st century facilities that 
they very much deserve. 

“The improved facilities will 


also benefit the wider community 
as a whole. The school plays host 
to a number of community 
initiatives including parenting 
courses, women’s groups and 
family numeracy programmes.”

A RIFLEMAN who lost both legs 
in Afghanistan will cycle 500 
miles for charity - using his 
hands. 

Michael Swain, 21, from Luton, 
a member of the 3rd Battalion 
The Rifles, suffered the injuries in 
an explosion in Helmand 
Province in 2009. 

He has helped to organise ‘Ride 
of Britain’, the first ever mass 
cycling event where members of

Setting off from Edinburgh 
Castle on September 21, 
participants will cycle almost 500 
miles across Britain, arriving in 
London on September 25.

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£9k costs 
to put uni 
in line with 
Oxford fee

THE University of 
Bedfordshire (UoB) is to 
charge the same amount for 
academic courses as Oxford 
University. 

From 2012, undergraduate 
students who attend the 
institution will have to pay 
out £9,000 per year for 
studies, and £6,000 per year if 
they wish to take up a 
foundation degree. 

Bedfordshire will now be 
just as costly to attend as 
Oxford, despite ranking 100 
places lower in The Times’ 
university league table. 

Luton on Sunday under¬ 
stands the student union is to 
hold talks with the university 
regarding the costs. 

The changes to the fees were 


accepted by the Office for Fair 
Access (OFFA) with the UoB 
expressing its ‘delight’ at the 
new arrangement. 

Vice Chancellor Professor 
Les Ebdon CBE said: “We are 
delighted that OFFA has 
accepted our proposed 
Access Agreement. We have 
always had the best interests 
of our students at heart and 
have been among the most 
generous universities in offer¬ 
ing bursaries and scholar¬ 
ships to those most in need of 
financial support. 

“We aim to continue to 
uphold those values as part of 
this new agreement.” 

The university also revealed 
it will provide a start-up 
scholarship worth between 
£1,000 and £3,000 for stu¬ 
dents with a family income of 
less than £25,000.

Owner out of pocket 
after tenants evicted

A LANDLORD claims he has 
been left with around £10,000 of 
damage to his litter-strewn 
house after the kitchen units 
and boiler were stolen. 

Phil Brady, who owns the 
property in Russell Street, Luton, 
had rented it out to a couple just 
before Christmas last year but 
says he did not receive a penny 
from them after the first month’s 
rent was paid. 

Mr Brady, 50, had to take the 


husband and wife to court to get 
them evicted two weeks ago and, 
when he arrived at the house last 
Wednesday, he found the front 
door open. 

Mr Brady, who works as a builder, 
said: “The backyard is covered in 
rubbish and there’s rubbish 
upstairs and downstairs. 

“The boiler, kitchen cupboards 
and drawers are gone. The banis¬ 
ter is also broken and there’s rub¬ 
bish upstairs and downstairs. 

“I didn’t know this was what the 
property was like because I had 
taken them to court to get them 
evicted so I hadn’t been in the 
property for about four months. 


“They left on Sunday and there 
were only meant to be two people 
in there, but there were up to 15 
people in there at one time. 

“They weren’t paying the rent or 
any of the bills. The damage to 
the house will be about £10,000 to 
sort out and I’ve lost out on 
around £5,500 from the unpaid 
rent and rates.” 

Mr Brady, who says the tenants 
did not give him a forwarding 
address or contact number, has 
reported the matter to 
Bedfordshire Police. 

A force spokesman said: “We 
have received a call and we are 
furthering our enquiries.”

It’s the last round as 
Declan calls it a day 


AFTER more than a decade 
of golfing fundraisers in 
memory of his teenage son 
tragically killed in a car 
crash, a long-standing pub 
owner is calling it a day and 
holding the final event on 
Wednesday Reporter 
CHRISTINA JOHNSON spoke 
with Declan Duggan, who 
runs The White Swan in 
High Street South, 

Dunstable, about how 13 
years of charitable work will 
come to an emotional’ end 

THE first Kevin Duggan Golf 
Day was held in 1999 to raise 
money for charities after he 
was killed by a drunk driver. 

The driver of the car, in which 
19-year-old Kevin was a passen¬ 
ger, had been drinking but, 
because he was unconscious 
after the crash, a blood sample 
could not be taken. 

Following tireless campaigning 
by Kevin’s family, the law was 
changed so that blood samples 
can be taken at hospital - and so 
‘Duggan’s Law’ came into being. 



Each year since his son was 
killed in 1998, Mr Duggan has 
held the golf day charity event 
with all the proceeds going to 
the Kevin Duggan Golf Academy 
for underprivileged and disad¬ 
vantaged kids at Stockwood Park 
Golf Centre, Luton. 

The event at Mentmore Golf 
and Country Club, in Leighton 
Buzzard, on Wednesday will 
mark the end of the fundraising 
- in its current form at least - 
just as Mr Duggan’s ownership 
of the pub also ends on 


September 5. Mr Duggan said: 
“This event is now up to 20 
teams of 40 people so I reckon 
we will get between 80 and 100 
people. 

“We have had 144 people in 
the past but it’s a sign of the 
times and we understand it’s 
difficult for someone to take 
the day off work. We are mindful 
of that. 

“We don’t set targets but the 
first golf day raised £20,000 and 
the second £40,000 and then 
hovered around the £10,000s 
for some time. 

“I’ll be leaving the pub on 
September 5 and this golf day 
will be the last one in memory 
of my son so we want to go out 
on a high but there will be a 
tear in my eye also. 

“Kevin and I learned to play 
golf together. Golf holds a really 
emotional attachment for me 
and my family.” 

Since Mr Duggan bought the 
pub in 1989, he has raised nearly 
£1 million for charity, of which 
£500,000 went towards setting 
up the Kevin Duggan Golf 
Academy. 

The golf day this year is in 
partnership with Eric Woolf, 
who is raising money for the 
charity Action for Children, 
which Mr Duggan praised as

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a ‘great charity’. He said: “Action 
for Children works with under¬ 
privileged kids which is exactly 
what we do.” 

The day will kick off at 8am 
with a full English breakfast for 
participants before 18 holes of 
golf starting at 10am. 

People can then go back to The 
White Swan Inn for a barbecue, 
a presentation of the prizes and 
musical entertainment. 


Mr Duggan added: “Anyone can 
come along to the night event 
and there is still time for those 
who want to play. If they contact 
me I’ll try to squeeze them in.” 

When speaking about why he 
is selling the pub, Mr Duggan 
said the business has got ‘too 
tough’. He said: “Dunstable as a 
town is struggling and the peo¬ 
ple of Dunstable deserve better. 

“Small businesses are being 


crippled by big supermarkets, 
business rates and big chain pubs 
which can give away drinks 
cheaper than they buy it for. 

“I will be staying here because I 
do love this town.”

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Cannabis factory closed down in police raid 


A LARGE cannabis factory was 
found on Wednesday after a 
police raid. 

Around 90 plants were found 
growing in home made artificial 
conditions in the loft of a first 
floor maisonette in Brive Road, 
Dunstable. 

Officers found dangerously- 
wired makeshift electrical con¬ 
nections and large gaps where 
trusses, that should have been 
supporting the roof, had been 
removed. 


Police Inspector Bill Abram said: 
“As if cultivating illegal drugs isn’t 
bad enough, the man who set this 
factory up had also created a dan¬ 
gerous fire hazard that, if it went 
wrong, would potentially burn 
down his own home and adjoin¬ 
ing properties as well. 

“This is why the information we 
received not only brought an ille¬ 
gal operation to an end, it proba¬ 
bly saved lives. 

“And that is why it is so impor¬ 
tant for anyone who has suspi¬ 


cions about similar things hap¬ 
pening where they live, to let us 
know before it is too late.” 

A 20-year-old-man was arrested 
at the scene and is currently in 
custody at Dunstable police sta¬ 
tion.

Mum of convicted loan 
shark punished over 
drugs and pepper spray

A WOMAN charged with posses¬ 
sion of Class B drugs and a 
firearm has been sentenced to 60 
hours unpaid work. 

Alison King, of Arrow Close, 
Marsh Farm, appeared at Luton 
Crown Court on Tuesday less 
than three weeks after her son 
Gary King, 28, was convicted of 
running an illegal money lending 
business and jailed for ten 
months. 

Warrants were executed at the 
mother and son’s home after a 
complaint was made via an 
agency alleging Gary was operat¬ 
ing the illegal business. 

Simon Mortimer, prosecuting, 
told the court that during the 
search Class A and B drugs 


together with a firearm - pepper- 
spray - were found, belonging to 
48-year-old Mrs King, along with 
what were believed to be records 
of an illegal money lending busi¬ 
ness. 

Both were arrested and later 
charged with illegal money lend¬ 
ing offences; however these 
charges were later dropped 
against Mrs King. 

Tony Quigley, Head of the 
England Illegal Money Lending 
Team, said: “Through investigat¬ 
ing illegal lenders, we come 
across many other kinds of crimi¬ 
nal activity, which is often closely 
linked. 

“The illegal money lending 
team was put in place to investi¬ 
gate and prosecute despicable 
loan sharks, but as this case 
exemplifies, we have also had a 


significant reduction on other 
related crimes, and made a posi¬ 
tive impact on communities. 

“Our confidential hotline num¬ 
ber is 0300 555 2222 and we 
would urge anyone aware of any 
illegal money lending activity to 
get in touch.” 

Luton Cllr Mohammed Ashraf 
said: “This prosecution reveals 
the degree of criminality and seri¬ 
ous offences often associated 
with loan shark activity. I hope 
this successful case will give other 
victims the confidence to report 
other loan sharks operating in 
Luton.” 

The investigation and prosecu¬ 
tion was led by the England Illegal 
Money Lending Team working in 
partnership with Luton Borough 
Council. Mrs King was ordered to 
pay back £250 in costs. 


Youths in the dock over firearm charges 


TWO teenagers have been 
charged with firearms offences 
following an incident in 
Cardigan Street, Luton, on 
Tuesday. 

Majad Miah, 18, from Napier 
Road, Luton, was charged with 


the possession of a firearm and 
the possession of a class B drug, 
namely cannabis.

firearm. Both appeared before 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday and were remanded 
into custody. 

They are due to appear 
before Luton Crown Court on 
July 26.

Events in the last week don’t 
mean we need new rules... 


Y OU cannot hope to bribe 
or twist (thank God!) the 
British journalist. But, 
seeing what the man will do 
unbribed, there’s no occasion to.

They also seemingly have the 
power to bully those who 
choose to fight them and politi¬ 
cians have acquiesced rather 
than take on the Murdoch 
empire. Why, for example, did 
not the Browns try to stop the 
story concerning their infant? 

If footballers can keep their 
sexual exploits out of the 
tabloids, surely the medical 
condition of a young child 
breaches privacy? 


And the concentration of 
media power has not helped. If 
power corrupts then absolute 
power corrupts absolutely. 

We cannot escape the fact 
that phone hacking is against 
the law and rightly so. 

What has made this crime 
worse is that people working 
for the News of the World have 
allegedly been hacking into the 
phones of ordinary people suf¬ 
fering extraordinary stress. 

On top of this has been the 
cover-up, which never suc¬ 
ceeds. 

Journalists are supposed to 
comfort the afflicted and afflict 
the comfortable, not afflict the 
afflicted. 

But we need to be cautious 
before running off getting new 
powers and new organisations 
to implement them. 

There are laws and rules 
aplenty and because these have 
been broken it does not neces¬ 
sarily follow we need new ones. 

It is worth noting that, as so 
often happens, journalists have 
done the job the police should 
have done, and the Press 
Complaints Commission could 
have done, in exposing these 
crimes. 

The evidence, for example, of 
Milly Dowler’s phone being 


hacked has been sitting on a 
police desk since 2006. 

The rules are there and the 
laws are there, so perhaps we 
should be asking why they are 
not being enforced. 

We need to ensure these laws 
are upheld as are the codes of 
conduct laid down by the 
Society of Editors, the PCC and 
the National Union of 
Journalists. The NUJ code of 
conduct states that a journalist: 
‘obtains material by honest, 
straightforward and open 
means, with the exception of 
investigations that are both 
overwhelmingly in the public 
interest and which involve evi¬ 
dence that cannot be obtained 
by straightforward means’, and 
‘does nothing to intrude into 
anybody’s private life, grief or 
distress unless justified by over¬ 
riding consideration of the 
public interest’. 

That seems fair enough 
and if it means we see less of 
the likes of FFugh Grant in the 
newspapers, it is a win-win for 
me. 

Sections of the press need to 
clean up their act. 

But some politicians have 
been only too willing to cosy up 
to media moguls, in the hope it 
will help their rise to power.

Manny taking cue 
from hero Hopkins

EMMANUEL Oshunrinde is on a mission to prove 
boxing's authorities right after they earmarked 
him as a potential world beater. 

The Luton-based Floridian has made a stuttering 
start to his career in this country with defeats 
either side of a contentious technical draw against 
Jahmaine Smyle that denied him his first win and 
first KO. 

The former basketball player is set for a re-match 
with the Leicester bruiser on Renaissance - 
Graham Earl’s second promotion in his home town 
on Sunday, July 31, at Liquid Nightclub (2.30pm). 

But for the American super middleweight, affec¬ 
tionately known as Manny, Prizefighter semi-final¬ 
ist Smyle is just a hurdle on his way to emulating 
hero Bernard Hopkins, the current WBC and The 
Ring light heavyweight champion. 

He said: “I’m looking to take this thing far. 
Jahmaine Smyle is just another obstacle on my 
road to the top. I’m not doing this just to make 
money, I want to be a champion. 

“I’ve been told by the best coaches and by the 
British Boxing Board of Control [BBBofc] that I’m 
going to be a world champion as long as I can get 
my fitness right. 

“They [BBBofc] wanted to have a face-to-face 
meeting with me and Graham, just to see if there 
was anything wrong mentally or physically. 

“They had great things to say about me but were 
worried about me because of the last fight that I 
lost [a third round retirement against Sam 
Couzens]. 

“I was very pleased with that and it makes me 
want to work harder when people who know their 
boxing give you that much encouragement - it’s a 
beautiful thing. 

“One of my heroes, Bernard Hopkins, lost his first 


fight. I will just take my losses as learning experi¬ 
ences. Hopkins is an inspiration for me and I try to 
emulate him because he’s 46 and still beating up 20 
year olds, but inside and outside of the ring he real¬ 
ly carries himself in a respectable manner. 

“It’s not all about boxing - you have to portray 
yourself in a positive way because the public is 
watching.” 

Oshunrinde admits that he should have pulled 
out of the fight against Couzens in May at York Hall, 
Bethnal Green, due to sleeping problems in the 
build up. Though he plans to put it down as a 
learning curve, he is convinced he is prepared to go 
to war at the end of the month. 

“You can never know everything, no matter how 
many fights you’ve had, you always learn 
something, even outside of boxing,” he said, 
adding: “I’m not going to make any excuses, what¬ 
ever happened, happened. On the 31st, God will¬ 
ing, I’ll be on point and everything will go accord¬ 
ing to plan. 

“My prediction this time is a win. I’ll box him, 
bash him and beat him up. I’ve got to come 
through with the goods this time. It’s more a pride 
thing this time around.” 

Earl said: “Manny is up in London at the TKO 
Gym. I put him up there because he’s got some 
serious people to spar like (Southern Area cruiser- 
weight champion) Leon Williams, who’s a big 
puncher and Mitchell Balker from New York, who 
won golden gloves in America and is undefeated. 
Manny needs those people to bring him on. 

“Manny versus Smyle is a big re-match, top of the 
bill and this is redemption day for him 
[Oshunrinde] but I’m fed up of saying it - he’s got 
to prove it now in front of his home town 
crowd.”

GARY Brabin confirmed his interest in Crawley 
Town’s James Dance after reports on Friday 
afternoon revealed a bid from Luton Town had 
been accepted for the winger.
